HACKETT.

teicluy, the ])reliminary trial of Michael 
Ilac-keit for tlie killing of Isaiah Morri- 
son, was commenced 
before Justice 


Goodman, in the court house, at ton 
o'clock iu 
the forenoon. 
Something 


like ten or twelve witnesses were exam- 
ined by the 
iiio.sucution, but ;us only a 


small portion 
of the lotimnny w.is 


braid by imr reporter, we cannot thc-n- 
fore flivu anythinj? like a detailed Male- 
inent of matters testified to. 


Among cither witnesses offered 1)} the 


prosecution was "Bob" 
WmMon, the 


coiuicd man who was with M i m U m a! 
the lime of the killing. 


The most diiect testimony was tu::t of 


Cluilcs Hughes, who was present, and 
vtoocl w i t h i n a 
few feet of Mm TIMID 


when be fell. 
He testified tnat just be- 


fore the fatal shot he heard loud talk 
about some negro having knocked down 
a white man, and that there was coiiMil- 
erable excitement about it in front of 
Hackatt's saloon. 
He saw Morrison 


there, and huird conversation between 
him aud Hac'Kett. 
Heard Hackett ask 


Morrison if lie could lick him. 
In a 


short time Hackett stepped back into 
his fcaioon, ami, on coming out again, he 
stepped up to Morrison, and putting a 
pistol very near his head fired, aud in a 
moment tbe latter fell to the sidewalk. 


Au important witness for the prosecu- 


tion being sick, Mr. Johns, who con- 
duets the case for the People, asked for 
an adjournment, us tuis wai his last wit- 
ness. 
It was dually agreed by Mr. 


Uunn, fur thu defence, that the witness 
might testify at any stage of the trial 
when liis presence could be secured, 
and with that undarstaudiag the prose- 
cution rested. 


A number of witnesses were then call- 


ed by tbe defence. 


Justice Hughes testified that on the 


night of the killing, while he was stand- 
ing at the foot of the stairway leading 
to his office, (.it then being about half- 
past eight o'clock), he saw Morrison and 
Winston pass in the direction of the old 
square, the first named having on his 
shoulder a crooked club three or four 
feet in length, and that he heard him 
say he was going to clean somebody out. 
Officer Wilkinson, who ^stood talking 
with Mr. Hughes at the time, testified 
substantially to the same facts. 


At the conclusion of this testimony 


the court 
adjourned to eight o'clock 


Friday morning.
